Years and years ago, when we had men on 
the bench like Judge Carrol. Lassing, Nunn, 
OTtoar Hobson, Settle, amt one other whose 
name I cannot recall, we bad seven judges, two 
commissioners, a clerk, a sergcpnt-nt#rms, 
and an official reporter. In ♦ h • 
period between June 1, 1909 and February 1, 
1910, that Court handed down 308 written 
opinions and at that time cases could be ap- 
pealed at any time where the title to land wai 
in controversy, and now, whatever the litiga- 
tion might be about, if the matter in contro- 
versy is less than f2.500.00. you might as well 
not appeal it. Then I traveled on, and in the 
period of between June 1, 1969 and February 
1, 1960. the Court of Appeals handed down 179 
opinions, and 14 of those were per curiam 
opinions, where they would simply say "Motion 
for Appeal Overruled." 

It seems that there has been a lot of lobby- 
ing going on within the last few years to aid 
and increase the power of the Court. We now 
have four commissioners and a law clerk for 
each judge and each commissioner. In addi- 
tion to that, we have an administrative direc- 
tor and now an assistant administrative direc- 
tor. There has been a law passed making each 
regular circuit judge in the commonwealth a 
special commissioner of the Court of Appeals, 
and there has also been a law passed giving 
the Court of Appeals supervision of the dock- 
ets of the Circuit Courts, I found also that the 
statute which prescribes the terms of court in 
each judicial district has been repealed, and 
the power to fix the terms of court has been 
given to the Court of Appeals. I have not 
been able as yet to learn where or when the 
court has undertaken to fix the term of Circuit 
Court in each county or district. 

Now. no one objects to the Judges of the 
Court of Appeals being paid a good salary. 
Each of them ought to be paid a salary com- 
mensurate with his ability, his industry and 
his devotion to duty. 

In addition to the above, the CivH Code, 
the old code which we old lawyers used and 
learned to practice under, has been repealed 
and the Criminal Code has been repealed and 
now the Court of Appeals has the power to 



enact those rules, change them and alter them 
at any time they get ready, and then construe 
them. 

I don’t know what view the present legtala. 
ture will take of these matters, but a lot of 
this stuff ought to be undone. It is realty a 
disadvantage to the young lawyer who has just 
gotten out of school to practice under the 
Civil Rules, because there was an art in plead- 
ing under the old code and a good pleader had 
to be a good lawyer and before he could plead 
he had to learn to be a good lawyer. Now all 
John Jones has to do to collect off of Jim John- 
son is to file a little claim and say "Jim John- 
son owes me $500. I want judgment against 
him.*' 

The Court of Appeals has undertaken to 
set out forms of indictments to be used in crim- 
inal cases. I noticed one where they said, "The 
defendant is accused of wilful murder by hiL 
ting a roan over the head with a bottle." It 
didn't have to say that he did it feloniously, 
and it didn't even have to say that the bottle 
was a deadly weapon. It seems to me to be a 
bad situation. 

I think the members of the legislature 
ought to get together and do away with a lot 
of these things and especially repeal the Civil 
Rules and the Criminal Rule Act and reenact 
the old Civil Code and the old Criminal Code, 
and they ought to repeal that law which ap- 
points each Circuit Judge a Special Commit 
sioner of the Court of Appeals; and they 
ought to repeal that law which permits the 
Court of Appeals to have supervisory power 
over the arrangements of the dockets for the 
Circuit Courts in different counties. 

This won’t be important to me. ! 
suppose, as I am 78 years old. but I hope to 
be on my feet again and practicing law as 
usual, but for the benefit of the young genera- 
tion and for the future and fair administration 
of justice in the State of Kentucky, I think 
these things ought to be carefully considered 
by the present legislature, and I think this 
ought to be done.
